Ol'R history is not a reckon 1 of \\ronuc .ind iiulli ^^ sli ilVs an<i >lru!^^;^k*.s. Relatively 
s])eakiii}.;, ours has been a serene and jK-aixful i\isten(\-. In the first plaee. we 
were not stretehed hy the then Sn|>li()ni«)re>. l>ut we had heard a tioftd deal of 
this terrihle ordeal of stretehin.i^. so that we wi.re not a little di^apjM)inted when the 
class of 'SS did not tear ns nieniher from mi inher. When the ( rreeks had no foreign 
nation to conten<l with, they ahvay> fon^hl anion^sl themselves.

We slunk aw\iy. nnt rej)ri.ved, l»nt hnmbleil 
in the eyes of the lanj^hterdovin;^ junior^ and dii^jiified Seni(M>>. The Seniors ha<l 
just taken upon themselves their laticlave of .Senior ilii^nity. 

With the usual ];erseveranix- of .S«)])homores wt- were hound not to j^o under on 
account of one man. So we didy met in class si-nale to pro|io-;i> meaMUes of stretch- 
in;( and to adoj)t resolutions accor<lini^l\ . We were all harmonious on that day — an 
unusual thinj^ for class meetin;.rs. We unanimously ]ia--.ed the t'ollowins^ resolutions :

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(jENTENNiaL yiSTORY. 



I^RANKIJX AM) MARSHALL C()LLK(;iC celebrates, <luriiig the present year, 
the Ceiileniiial Anniversary of one of the institntions of which it was orij^in- 
ally constitnted and the senii-Centennial of the other. This is an occasion of 
^rfat historic interest, which certainly (le>erves the attention of the friends of liberal 
traininj^ throuj^hont the land. 

Franklin Collej^e was fonnded in 17^7, mainly, it is believed, thronj^h the exertions 
of Dr. Benjamin I^'ranklin. who was one of the most liberal contribntors to its endow- 
ment. Thouj^h a<lvance<l in years, he ma<le a journey to l^ancaster for the purpose 
of laying the corner-slone of the earliest Colkj.je bnildinj^. A record of this event 
was ])reserved by a I'rencli author. Hector St. jean Crcvecoenr. who says in his book 
of travels : '* In the year 17S7 I accompanied the venerable Franklin, at that time 
(lOvernor of Pennsylvania, on a journey to Lancaster, where he had been invited to 
lay the corner-stone of a Collej^e which he ha«l fountled there for the ( lermans." In 
the charter the title is set forth as follows : " iVom a pr<)found resjK'ct for the talents, 
virtues and services to mankind in j^eneral, but more esjK-cially to this country, of 
His Kxcellencv, IJenjamin I-'ranklin, I**s(|.. I'resitlent of the Supreme I^x^'cutive 
Council, the saidColle<^e shall be and hereby is denominated I'ranklin Colleji^e." 

Dr. Benjamin Rush says, in an essay on the Germans, written in 17S9 : "A College 
has recently been fonnded by the State in Lancaster, for the purj^ose of diffusinpf 
learning among their children. In this College they are to be taught the (ferman 
and Knglish languages. an<l all those branches of literature which are usually taught 
in the Colleges of ICurope an<l America." 

There had been several earlier efforts to ])rovi<le educational facilities for the (iennan 
people of ]*ennsylvania. In 1751 the celebrated miNsionary, Michael Schlatter, visited 
Hurope in the interest of the Reformed Churches of America ; and in consequence of 
his published a])peal. a large sum of money was collected for the endowment of 
schools. One of these so-called "Charity-schools" was established in Lancaster: 
and acconling to a report made in 1760 by Frovost Smith, it was attended by sixty- 
five pu])ils. The school-movement unfortunately assumed a political character and 
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consequently proved a failure, but it is not ini])robable that the Charity School of 
Kanca.ster c<^nliiURMl to exist, as a ]>rivatt- enterprise, nearly, if not quite, to the 
foundiu)^ of I*"ranklin Collej^e. This suj>]^«>-iili«)ii is strenjjjthened by the fact that the 
trustees of l-'ranklin ColK-.i^e were r«(|uire«l by iheir eharter to reserve one-sixth of 
their income for the ]nir]»osis of a '* Charity School " in connection with the insti- 
tution. 

The early niini«-ters (»f the RefornuMl .nul Lutheran Churches, in this countrv\ fully 
appreciated the ini]H)rlame of inuiulinv: a literary institution. In 1782 the Reformed 
ministers iiieffectii.illN ]>elili«»TUil the S\ iu><ls of Holhunl to establish a Hij^h School 
in l*ennsylvani,i. In the hojn- .if mevtini; a i;ei'tT.il want Rev. Dr. J. C Kunze, of the 
Luthernn Church of rhil.i«U-lpliia. fouiKhd a clas*«i«al school which was finally super- 
seded by a Ccrnian I )e]) irl'.ntnl in tlu- ^niv^•^-^ity nf rennsylvania. Under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. \)r. Hclniulh \\\'\-^ iie]>.irliiK nl was very ]>ros]>erous, but after the 
or«^ani/.ation of I'ranklin C'«11i-.l:i il ra]iidly «leclined and was soon discontinued. 

The art incorj»(>ralini^ I'r.ink'iMi Coi'.vLif was pasM-d by the (icneral Assembly of 
Pennsylvania 0:1 tin- i-th •.!" Mari h. 17^7. Thv lU^anl »»f Trustees, as named in the 
charter, c<»iisisied of soiiu- of ihi- fnnniosl nun in tlu* Slate. Included in the list 
were several distins^'ui-lu-d olfu ■^r-^ of the Rt v«iluti<Miary War. anil four of the sij^iers 
of the Declarition «»l' Ind*.-j>endtiire. 

It had been e\]K» ud that \\\v Legislature woubl ni.ike a considerable appropriation 
towanls the vinl« 'unuiit "f ilu nt.w insiit'ali«in. but this i\]>ectation was doomed to 
tlisajjpointnu-nt. Wy tlu incorju'r.itinv: a»t Uii thousand acres of land, lying within the 
boun<l.iries ot' tin- ])rescnl tniniiiis nt Ly^■«>llli^^^ Tifj^a. liratlford aufl Venango, were 
grante<l to the C<-iu.u:e. tlie e\] lti-^is ..f -r.rvi\ in;,' l«) be })aid out of the treasury of 
the State, by :i laliT a«"l .111 old jjiiblic sti ':\'-liousc and two lots of ground, of Lan- 
caster, were addtd t<» the tl'-natinn. 

It will be obscr\rd that the donations of the State were by no means munificent. 
The store-hoiis«- ha<l to be riiiiotulad an»l ]>arlly n-built to make it serve the purposes 
of a College, an«l the land wliirh had been granted was unsalable and supposed to l>e 
worthless. b'<»r many \ears the latter was a i«)nstant source of trouble and expense. 
but .'ifter nian\ years it be;^an to inerea^c in value, and was finally sold for a respect- 
able sum. .\s it w.is situated in the ' oil region " it is a pity that the College did not 
retain its lan<l a little longer. 

The charter, as granted ]>y the Legislature. apj)ears at first sight to have been suffi- 
ciently eonijirehensive. The I'aculty and Hoard <^f Trustees were authorized to grant 
such degrees in seieme and the liberal arts "as are usually granted in other Colleges 
in .\nieri(\'i and Iuiroj)e." The College was eni])owered to hold ]>ro|K'rty and receive 
bequests, " providcfl, always the same do not exceed in the whole the yearly value of 
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ten thousand pounds, valuing one Portugal half Johannes weighing nine penny- 
weights, at three pounds." 

Though apparently so liberal, the charter was in some respects cumbrous and 
defective. I'ifteen of the Trustees were to be of the I.uthenm Church, fifteen of the 
Reformed, "the remainder to be chosen from any other society of Christians." In 
guarding the various interests represented minute reguhitions concerning meetings 
and elections were adopted, which subsecjuently interfered materially with the suc- 
cessful working of the institution. 

Notwithstanding the <li.sappointment which had been felt with res]>ect to the State 
appropriation, the friends of Franklin College ])roceeded to organize the new institu- 
tion on what they regarded as a broad aii<l com])rehensive basis. Men of eminence 
were invited to accept professorships, and sal^irit-.s ^^erc j)romised which, it must be 
confessed, were not warranted by the nnaiuial condition of tlie College. 

The dedication, on the 5th of June. 17S7, appears to have been a brilliant affair. If 
the programme was fully carried out. tlie ])r(>cession was grand ami imposing; and 
the addresses by Drs. ^Muhlenberg and Ilntchins — which were afterwards published 
— manifeste<l a high onler of literary excellence. It was, liowever, on this occasion 
that the troubles began which proved almost fatal t<> the institution In his address 
Dr. Ilutchins, who had accej>ted a professorshij), made some remarks which may be 
mildly characterized as im])rudent. Among oilier things he said : *' As the limited 
capacity of man cm seldom attain excellence in more than one language, the study 
of English will demand the ]irincipal attention of your children." liowever innocent 
such utterances may now a])])ear to have been, it should be remembere*! that the 
audience was princij>ally com])osed of (»erm.ins whose chief purpose in establishing 
a College was to do honor to their language and nationality. Dr. Ilutchins was an 
Episcopal clergyman, and must have known that his election to a ])rofessorship had 
been declared by the enemies of the C(»llege to be a **a movement in behalf of the es- 
tablishment of the Church of ICngland in America." Tnder the circumstances his 
address manifested a lamentable want of tact and discretion, and its results were 
disastrous. It would have been much better to em])loy l.inguage like that of Dr. 
Benjamin Rush in his " I^ssay on the (Vermans," written two years later : " Do not 
contentl with their prejudices in favor of their language. It will be the channel 
through which the knowledge and discoveries of the wi.sest nations in ICurope may 
be conveyed into our country." 

In consequence, probably, of the unpleasantne.ss created by these untimely re- 
marks, it was found neces.sary to divide the new College into two sections or dei)art- 
meuts. The German department was conducted by Professors Melsheimcr and 
Reich<;ubach, and the English by Dr. Ilutchins and Prof. Stewart. Though the Presi- 
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dent, Dr. MiihU-nbcrir. succcfjlt'd in prt'scrviii)^ a certain external nnity. it is evident 
that the two departments cHHii]>ied a ]»ositi()n of nuitnal rivalry, if not antajjjonisni. 
It was fonnd ini])raetical)le to form rej^iilar Collej^e classes. Many of the subscri1)ers 
to the endowment witlnlrew their subscriptions, and the institntion became, at best, 
a y^ood academy, rather than a rej^ular Collej^e. 

AmoiijL^ the ])rofessors tliere were, however, several who occupied a j)rominent 
position in literature and science. Rev. Dr. H. l\ M uh leu ber)^ was a botanist of the 
hi)^hest distinction : Prof. 1'. \'. McNhcnicr is called " the father of American ento- 
molojj:y ;'* I'rof. William Rcichenbach \\a*- a voluminous author on relij^ious sub- 
jects ; James Ro*-s prc])ared his celebrated I.atin lirammar. about iSoi. while he was 
a professor in I'rauklin ColUjit- ; I'rof. llenedicl Schi])hcr was in conjunction with Dr 
MuhlenberjLT. the author of a (itrnian and Ijii^lish Dictionary which was extensively 
circulated. .Xmonij tlic m(•^l eminiMil teachers at a later date were the Rev. W. C 
Hrownlee and Trof. Thor T. Norr. a nati\e of Denmark, wlu) is .still kindly remem- 
bered by some ot the ohU-^l citizens of Lanraslcr. One of the last teachers in Frank- 
lin Colle).(e. before its union with ^lar*^hall. was the Rrv. \\ A. MuhlenlHirg, D. D., 
now profes>or of ( Vrcik in tlic I'niNcrsitv of Tcnnsv Ivania. 

I'ntil iS;() iMMukiin ColU-i^r <>ccu})icd a buildinj^^ on North Oueen street, below 
James, which has siiuf bcrji di\ idiMl into dwrlliuLi houses .md is known as " I'Vank- 
lin Row." At this d.itc tin- school u.is rtni»>\<.-d lo a buihlinj^ on Lime street, 
previously o«nni])ii'd by thr •' I, .mc aster AradeniN " whi( h had become defunct. The 
establishment of the I..incastir lli.iih S»li«)ol. in iSjd. dc]>rivcd I'ranklin College of a 
ji^eat part of its local }).itr»)naL:e. and it ])C(^anu- evident that the continued existence 
of the institution demanded the elevation of its si.md.ir*!. The relijj^ious denomina- 
tions in whose interest it h;id been oriiiin.iUy isi.iMished had. ln)wever, in the mean- 
time founded Collei.;i's elsewhere, and it was doubllal whether a full Collej^e could be 
maintained without den«)nnnational ))alronaL:e. After lon«^' nej^otiations it was a>>^reed 
that "one third of the niones l>elon^ini,^ to I'ranklin ColJej^e should be transferred to 
the trustees of PenusN Ivania ColK'tie. at Ciettvsbnri^ to endow with it the * Franklin 
Professorshi]) ;' the remaining two-thirds to \k' retained at Lancaster, and given to 
the trustees of Marshall Colle;,^e. on condition of its removal to Lancaster and its 
carrying on its collegiate o]>erations under the name of I'ranklin and ^Lirshall 
College. 

The act of the Legislature cf>nfirming this union was signed by the (iovernor April 
19. i'^5«>. but the consolidation of the two instimtions was not effected until the 
spring of I N.s;. The ani»)unl ]>aid. a<H'ording to agreement, to the trustees of Penn- 
sylvania College for the Lutheran interest, in I'ranklin College was 517, 169.61 . This 
sum was collected in the Reformed churelies. and the endowment of hVanklin College 
thus remaine<i intact. 
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MARSHALL COLLEGE, before its removal to Lancaster, was located in the 
villaj^e of Merccrsbiirj^, in I'ranklin coiintv. IVnna. It ><Te\v orij^inally out of the 
\\\^\ v^chool of the Keforniecl Church which had been founded in 1S31. at York. Pa., 
where the Theoh>j^ical Seminary was at that time located. As the institution became 
prosperous there was a j^eneral desire to raise it to the rank of a College. It was once 
proj)osed to CNtablish it in Lancaster, in connection with Franklin Collej^e. but at 
that place the institution would have been under the control of several denomina- 
tions, an arranj^ement which had already ])rove<l unsuccesslul. 

Proposals were received from several ])laces. and as those ])resetited by the citizens 
of Mercersbur)^ appeared to Ik' most liberal the new Collej^e was founded in that 
beautiful mountain village. It was inc<)r])orated in 1S51. by the Legislature of Penn- 
sylvania, which at tbe same time voted an a])pn>priation of twelve thousand dollars 
towards its endo^^ment. The instituti<jn was named in honor of Chief Justice John 
Marshall, of N'irginia, who was then in the zenith of his fame but died the same 
year. • 

Rev. Dr. I'. A. Rauch. who had previously been ])rinci]nil of the High School, became 
the first ])resident of the College. He was born in (U*rmany in i.S<.>6, and for some 
time before his emigration had been ]irofessor extraonlinary at f tiessen. Dr. Rauch 
was a <listinguished scholar who by the publication of his ** Psychology" may be said 
to have introduce<l this science to the attention of American students. He died in 
I S4 1 . 

Rev. John Williamson Nevin, I). D.. LL. D., who had in the ])revious yejir become 
])rofessor in the Theol<\irical Seminary, succeeded Dr. Rauch as President of Marshall 
College, and held this ]>osition until 1S53. During this ])erio<l he took a prominent 
part in theological and ])hil()So]ihical discussions, and published several volumes 
which exerted an immense influence. l)oth in this country an<l in luirope. In 1849 
he founded the " Mercersburg Review.'' of which he was for many years the editor 
and chief contributor. As an educator Dr. Nevin was extraordinarily successful, 
possessing in a high <legree the f iculty c)f interesting his students in his favorite 
studies. It has. indeed, been said that in those days * even the I'reshmen were con- 
stantly engaged in philoso])hical and theological discus.sions." 

Another i)eculiarity of the students of Marshall College was their remarkable rsprii 
lilt cot'ps which induced them, at great personal sacrifice, to erect beautiful halls for 
the literary societies connected with the institution. 

The following gentlemen at various times held professorshi])S in Marshall Col- 
lege : vSamuel W. lUid<l, Jr.. Thomas I). Haird. Ksq.. Thecxlore Appel. D. I)., Joseph 
P. Perg. I). I)., Albert Smith. William M. Nevin. LL. D.. Philip vSchaft", D. D.. Traill 
Green, M. D., Thomas C. Porter. D. 1)., and Hon. Alexander Thompson, LL. D. 
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Though Marshall Collej^e appeared to be pros]>erous it was not generally known 
that its financial condition was very discouraging. It received no large gifts, and its 
income was not sutficicnt to meet current expenses. The meml>ers of the faculty re- 
ceived very small salaries, and most of them were compelled to eke out their living 
either by teaching in the Theological Seminary or by j)reaching for neighboring 
churches. Indeed, it became evident that unless relief could in some way be secured 
the financial ambarrassments of the institution would soon l>e insurmountable. For 
these and other reasons the authorities of Marshall were disposed to regard favor- 
ablv the propositions for union wliich were presented by the trustees of Franklin 
College. It was. we think, an important movement, which has led to the happiest 
results. Hitherto the tendency has been to niulti])ly Colleges and to isolate them. 
It would be a great advance in the cause of liberal education if. in many instances, 
several Colleges coubl be united ami thus strengthened for a higher order of usefulness. 

FRANKLIN and MARSHALL COLLEGE was formally oi>ened at Lancaster, 
onthoTthof Tune. iSsv .Addresses on this occasion were delivered bv Hon, A. L. 
Hayes, the Rev. I>r. J. \V. Nevin. and the Kt. Rev. Alou/o Potter, I). D., Protestant 
Kpiscopal Hislio]> of reiinsylvaiiia. I'ntil 1S56 the exercises of the College were con- 
ducted in the building on I.ime street, originally belonging to Franklin College, but in 
the mean time a fund of twenty-five thousainl dollars was raised in the city and county 
of Lancaster, and the present College building erected on ground purchased for that 
purpose. The halls of the Diagnothian and Citethean Literary Societies were erected 
mainly by means of contributions received from members or by their personal solici- 
tation. They were formally opened. July 2S. 1S57. 

At the time of the removal the ])rcsidency was offered to Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, 
professor in the Theological vScininary at Mercersburg. He declined the call, and the 
office was vacant tor more than a year. Rev. 1^. \'. (icrhart. 1). I)., was elected in the 
fall of 1S54. an«l enterc<l on his duties in the s])ring of the following year. He was 
presitlent until iS'^)^), when he was succeeded by Rev. Dr. J. \V. Nevin, who had l)een 
president of ^Marshall College before its removal. Dr. Nevin's sec(m<l term of service 
continued until 1S76. He was succeeded by Rev. T. (i. Apple, D. D., LL. I)., 
who is the present incumbent. 

Afterhiswithdraw.il from the i)residency. Dr. Nevin lived in retirement at Caernar- 
von Place, near Lancaster, until June 6, 1SS6, when he quietly passed away from 
earth. 

The earliest members of the faculty of P'ranklin and Marshall College had, with a 
single exception, been ])reviou.sly connected with Marshall. Prof .\. L. Koeppen l>e- 
came Prof of History and (lerman Literature immediately after the removal, and 
continued to occupy this position until 1861. He was a native of Denmark, but had 
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spent many years in Greece, and for ten years held a professorship in the Univer- 
sity of Athens. His scholarship was extraordinary, but he was very eccentric. 
Durinj^his term of service he wrote and published " The World in the Middle Ages,'' 
a work which is still known and valued by historians. 

The following gentlemen have held professorships in Franklin and Marshall Col- 
lege : E. V. Gerhart, D. D., John W. Xevin. D. I)., LL. I)., Thomas G. Apple. I). D., 
LL. I)., William M. Nevin, I.L. I)., Theodore Appel. I). D., Thomas C. Porter, D. 
D., LL. D., Adolphus L. Koeppen, A. M., John L. Atlee, M. I)., LL. D-, Frederick 
A. Gast, I). I)., Johns. Stahr, Ph. I)., Charles H. Hudd, M. D., Daniel M. Wolf, A. 
M., Walter R. Krebs, A. M., Nathan C. SchaefTer, Ph. I)., Joseph H. Dubbs, D. I)., 
Frederick K, Smyth, A. B., John B. KicfTer, Ph. I)., Jefferson E. Kershner, Ph. D., 
and George F. Mull, A. M. 

Franklin and Marshall College is a classical institution in the old sense of the term. 
It has no irregular or mixed classes. Though it might be possible to increase the 
number of students by establishing scientific or elective ct)urses. it has been felt that 
to do so under present circumstances would cripple the classical course without other- 
wise benefitting the institution. 

Our College has no enormous endowment such as it has been the good fortune of 
certain other institutions to receive. In 1S73. ^^^' Lewis .\u(leiiried, of Philadelphia, 
bequeathed to the College the sum of thirly-five thousand dollars, which was until 
that time the largest amount it had ever received from a single individual. The more 
recent donation of the Wilhelm family, of S<jmerset county, consists to a great extent 
of real estate which will, no doubt. ])rove very valuable, but cannot now be exactly 
estimated. Mr. Charles vSantee. of Philadelphia, has recently presented ten thousand 
dollars to the endowment fund, and Mrs. James M. Hood, of Frederick city, Mary- 
land, by a gift of ten thousand dollars, has founded the Daniel Scholl Observ'atory, 
which is now completed and furnished with all the necessary appliances for success- 
ful astronomical work. 

The College is under the fostering care of the Reformed Church, but its course of 
instruction is in no sense denominational. There is a regularly organized congrega- 
tion, consisting principally of the professors and their families, with such students as 
may desire to be connected with it, which holds its services in the College chapel ; 
but students whose parents belong to other denominations are permitted to worship 
elsewhere, as their parents may direct. In short, the institution is Chri.stian, but its 
religious teachings are not sectarian, and are solely intended to aid the student in the 
formation of a virtuous character. 

The friends of Franklin and Marshall College should make an earnest effort to ex- 
tend its usefulness. The foundations are firmly laid, and there is every inducement

as a sleaiii whistle without steam ; gentle as a lamb ; (>be<licnt as one who obeyeth 
comiiian«ls ; but above all, let him be a man, — after your own mind. 

The means for the accomplishment of the above ends, must of necessity be left 
mainly to yourself, but a few may be cited. I'ormer classes may have done some- 
thing towards the end to which you are working, but do not, on that account, since 
you can improve on anything in this world, hesitate to take up the work, great 
though it may be in exceptional cases. 

Assume your authority at the outset, and let the pr«)fessf>r perceive that you are con- 
scious of its possession. If the professor ever thinks that he has authority in settling 
any (juestion, he may grow entirely too conceited, anil the dangers to your undertak- 
ing from this cause would be immense. It may be well, however, to grant him the 
settlement of very unim])ortant points; as, for instance, whether the class shall leave 
the recitation room at the first or last ta])()f the bell. Vou mu^t be careful, though, 
not to be too stern in your requirements, as by so doing you might drive a professor 
to desjjair, and a professor at bay would be a foiii^h customer to deal with ; or !)y your 
ill-ap])lied severity you might force him to the ()]jera II(.>use. cham])agne bottle, or 
even worse anti<lotes to your com])any. 

Do not fail to develo])e the character of the ]>njfess()r, whom you have under care, 
C(jually on all sides, for that lias always been considere«l most necessary ; so that, if, 
by some misfoU^me of your own, you shouM cause the professor to exercise his 
" facultas deridendi," you may not fail to give him an oj)])ortunity "iratus esse." If 
you persist in this, it will do him good, and he will remember you for it numy years 
thereafter. 

Should you have o(H\'ision to act unitedly, as desiring relief from certain duties or 
regulations, it would be well to go through the form of sending a i)etition to the 
faculty. It ministers to their self-esteem, and will do you no harm ; for, if they 
should intimate any disagreement with your wishes, y<ni, having the ])ower, can not- 
witlistau<ling acconi])lish your desires. Of the customs used for controlling .students 
before the present time of enlightenment, only a few can you make o])erative in the care 
of a profes.sor. In extreme cases, however, it may be a<lvisable to use on the ])erson 
of the j^rofessor that cruel custom of ancient ])edagogues, of sending a student out of 
a warm room into the bitter cold. After you had relegatid the professor, both he 
and you woidd be more comfortable, and moreover your old jokes would then have a 
chance of being laughed at. 

Of course, you must be careful of the health of your charges. Do not force them 
to sit in cold rooms or draughts, but if you do, at least allow them to wear wigs or 
keep their "polos" on.
